Darcy Davis, Agawam’s Music Man, 
Brings His Talents To The BIG E

The noise of musical instruments being readied 
for parade, milling of brightly-uniformed corp- 
smen, confusion and excitement engulf the cor- 
ner of Hampden Street and the Avenue of States 
around 4:00 p.m. every day of Eastern States Ex- 
position. 

In the midst of this is Darcy Davis of Agawam in 
his tan Parade Marshal’s hat, a badge on his shirt, 
referring to a clipboard as he changes chaos to 
military order for the 4:30 p.m. parade. 

Thursday, September 16th was “Agawam Day” 
at The Big E and after a 3:30 p.m. performance on 
the Storrowton Village Green, the Marching 
Mohawks of Agawam High School, directed by 
their music instructor Scott Thomson, led the 
parce, Also playing were the Stafford and East 

ampton High School Bands and the Royal 
Rangers. 

Two vehicles clear the fairgoers from the 
Avenue of States just ahead of the parade. Then, 
four to eight or nine bands, Davis says, depending 
on the day, floats, dignitaries, and marching units 
are interspaced and follow in brisk step as wat- 
chers wave and smile. 

When they have all stepped off, Davis goes to 
the flag plaza to revue the parade as it passes, 
take notes, and tighten up the parade if needs be. 
A fair attendant accompanies the marchers to 
disperse encrouching watchers and another with 
a ‘“‘pooper-scopper” follows the march to tidy up 
after the animals. 

Full Circus Parade 
A circus motif prevails this year and a full cir- 


Cus parade followed the opening day’s regular 
parade. There are authentic wagons from the Cir- 
cus Museum Exhibit at the fair, which is noting 
the 200 years of American circus with an exhibit 
of artifacts loaned from the Circus Museum in 
Baraboo, Wisconsin. 


Each remaining day of the fair, one circus 
wagon will conclude the parade. The exception is 
Shriners’ Day, September 22nd, when the Shriners 
take over the parade. 

Davis is in his element with the excitement of a 
parade. He arrives at the fair in the afternoon to © 
greet each bus of incoming bandsmen at Gate 1, 
the closest gate to the Agawam/West Springfield 
bridge. Shecking his clipboard, he tells them 
where they will fit into the parade and where to 
line up. They line up on the street behind the state 
buildings. 


If it is early enough and the Village Green is not 
in use, Some bands may perform there and others 
may practice at the stunt car stadium. “We could 
use more space,” Davis comments. 

The entire parade program comes together in a 
couple of weeks. Invitations to participate are 
sent to bands and groups that participated in 
previous years by The Big E office. Bands chose 
their preference of days to march. About 75% of 
them return every year, Davis explained in a re- 
cent interview, and they do not always perform on 
their state’s day.

Sure Sign Fall Is Almost Here

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Sometimes Davis’s son, Darcy, music instruc- 
tor at Vernon High School in Connecticut, brings 
his band to play. Some school music directors 
wait until school opens to accept. They want to 
see what they have to work with, Davis said. High 
school bands generally appear during the week 
because of football games on weekends. 

Agawam high is unusual in this regard, accor- 
ding to Davis, who retired as the longtime music 
director of Agawam Public Schools in 1990. He is 
also director of the Agawam Summer Community 
Band Program in which some high school musi- 
cians participate. Then, like some other schools, 
Agawam has a music camp a week or so before 
school starts. 

“So when the season opens,” Davis said, 
“they’re ready!” He recalls about 10 years ago 
when the Mohawks performed at the opening 
football game of the University of Massachusetts 
because the University’s band wasn’t ready. 

Children along the parade route, especially 
fathers with kids on their shoulders, get a big grin 
from Davis as he recalls his own dad taking him to 
parades, igniting his enthusiasm for drum corps 
and his love of music. 

Wanted To Be A Drummer 

His uncle, Paul Davis, played in a champion- 
ship drum corps in Mount Pellier, Vermont and 
competed nationally. Among his fans was his 
nephew. Davis recalls an American Legion parade 
in Boston that lasted for 14 hours. Darcy was in 
the first grade and his dad carried him around. 
“Like every kid, | wanted to be a drummer,” he 
adds with a grin. ‘Our mailman played the drums 
at the local theatere, so he was my first teacher.” 

The idea of a marching unit was introduced toa 
sluggish Boy Scout troop by the elder Davis when 
Darcy was 10 or 11. Eventually, they became a 
championship unit playing at scouting events 
around New York and New England. Davis said 
his hometown of North Adams had 20,000 people 
(at that time) and three drum corps. ‘A drum corp- 
sis the greatest social club on earth,” Davis said. 
“Kids need close friends that they share with.” 

After time in the Air Force during World War Il, 
Davis attended Williams College and joined the 
Berkshire Rangers. After graduation he taught 
mee at Tabor Academy, a prep school on Cape 

od. 
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About this time he got into judging drum corps. 
He was also affiliated with the Lt. Norman Prince 
Senior Drum Corps sponsored by the VFW of 
Malden (Mass.), winners of five national cham- 
pionships between 1946-55. ; 

Davis was High School music and band director 
at Bennington, Vermont High School before com- 
ing to Agawam in 1955. The music program here 
expanded under his tutelage and the band 
became a visable, proficient marching unit of 
which he is proud. 

His job also changed from music teacher to 
director of music for the town’s public schools. 

“While music is the purpose of a school music 
program and concerts are the heart of it, the drum 
corps is the most visible to the public,” Davis 
says, using statistics to support his opinion. 

A group called the Marksmen organized in 1956 
in Springfield with Davis as director. It disbanded 
in 1968, with some members jones the 
Mauraders of Pittsfield. He now instructs for the 
100 member K. of C. band in Chicopee (many of its 
members being former Marksmen). 


Davis has merited many awards over the years, 
including a Big E “Host of the Day” last year. This 
award is presented daily to the employee observ- 
ed doing more than the expected for the public. 

His years of teaching music, instructing mar- 
ching units, and judging and organizing drum 
corps stands Davis in good stead in quickly bring- 
ing together the Annual Big E Parades. 

“The Big E has always been supportive of 
youth,” Davis says, recalling a time when the 
Navy Band was on the Miller Bandstand and high 
school musicians were invited to join them. 

Although ‘Agawam Day” has been official for 
about six years, and Davis has been parade mar- 
shal for three, ‘“‘the Agawam High School band 
has been participating as long as | can 
remember,” he says. 


Davis was banquet chairman a few weeks ago 
for the National Drum Corps Hall of Fame in 
Scranton, Pennsylvania, held after the national 
drum corps competitions. He was collecting 
historical drum corps paraphanelia for this event. 
He also works part time at Tap Music Co., a music 
publishing and recording company in West Spr- 
ingfield, and is putting together some surprise 
musical projects of his own.

Fire-Wise 
by Fire Chief Rusty Jenks 
Juvenile Firesetters 


Estimates show that well over half the incen- 
diary fires in larger municipalities are caused by 
children under the age of 18; in fact, many are 
younger. Boys are more likely than girls to be the 
culprits. 

Unfortunately, simple curiosity—often combin- 
ed with poor supervision—accounts for a large 
portion of the fires set by children, and the 
children who set fires are from a diverse group, 
with varied social backgrounds and varying 
motives. 

Some children who set fires are from “unstable 
homes,” and many come from poor families. 
However, the statistics do not define a specific 
racial or ethnic group to be involved, nor is it 
found that many of the children have serious pro- 
blems. 

When identified juvenile firesetters warrant 
prevention efforts, the Agawam Fire Department 
provides these suggestions: 

e Reduce the likelihood that any child will 
engage in unsupervised or otherwise potentially 
dangerous firesetting by removing matches and 
lighters from reach. 

e Reduce the likelihood that children who have 
engaged in occasional unsupervised and/or other- 
wise dangerous firesetting do not repeat this 
behavior by better supervision and/or corrective 
measures. 

e Identify and work intensively with those 
_ children who have an established history of 
firesetting. 

Should you know of—or suspect—a juvenile 
firesetter, contact the Agawam Fire Department 
at 786-2662 for help.

Kent Servis of Feeding Hills, a candidate for the 
Agawam Town Council, released the following 
statement this week regarding ‘‘a new direction 
for Agawam’’: 

“As we have observed the evolution of our pre- 
sent form of government here in Agawam, it is 
clear that our present form of mayor and council 
government is still in its adolescence. As we see 
all over the globe, changes in government struc- 
ture are not without growing pains. | believe that 
may be the cause of the situation that we find 
ourselves in. Hopefully, we can all look forward to 
positive change. This will probably not happen 
overnight, but like the cities and towns that sur- 
round us, effective and dignified government will 
come of age in Agawam. 

“During the past weeks, | have been speaking 
to homeowners, business owners, and other folks 
who, like myself, are just average citizens trying 
to raise their families. One particularly insightful 
Citizen really condensed the general public’s 
frustration with government in general, and 
Agawam’s government in particular. | am sure 
that he will recognize his input. 

“Agawam must plan for the future; not just next 
week or next year, but five, 10, or more years down 
the road. Our town government is not moving for- 
ward—instead, it is moving sideways. We have 


allowed our government to detour from the . 


highway of future progress, only to have it steer a 
course down the bumpy 
divisiveness. Why can’t we move forward instead 
of splitting up at the various crossroads of ‘pro 
growth’ vs. ‘anti development,’ or ‘pro mayor’ vs. 
‘anti mayor,’ etc. Why not Pro Agawam? Why not 
Pro Citizen? 

*! believe,” Servis continued, “that both the 
mayor (regardless of whom it may be) and the City 
Council (regardiess of which 11 citizens are serv- 
ing) must go back to the Charter and review the 
respective roles that the two separate branches of 
government are expected to play. 

“As directed in our charter, the council is charg-. 
ed with authorizing various orders for the ex- 
ecutive branch or mayor's office to carry out. 
Despite whatever personal allegiances may exist 
between members of the council and an incum- 
bent mayor, the council must preserve its authori- 
ty and never let the tail wag the dog. 

“In the past, | have scolded our council for not 
voting on next year’s budget on a line by line 
basis, and passing that budget without all the in- 


formation that they had requested. | have also. 


remonstrated the council in-both speech and in 
articles, when | felt that the rights of some of our 
citizens and town employees had been trampled 
upon. 

“Some of my supporters had dubbed me ‘the 
citizens’ watchdog,’ and | do not want them to 
think that | do not appreciate the distinction. | will 
always defend the Constitutional rights of all of 
our citizens, and will continue to speak out when 
government oversteps its bounds. However, being 
a watchdog is simply not enough. | have a vision 
of a government that can respond to the needs of 
the citizens of our town, without first having to 
check in to find out which side of the issue they 
are supposed to be on.” 

Servis commented, “Agawam’s population will 
continue to grow, and the character of our town 
will continue to change with the increasing 
pressure of population growth. We can not simply 
string barbed wire around the place to keep others 
out. While | miss the original quaint charm that 
first attracted me to Agawam, with its farm- 
oriented surroundings, we can not go back in 
time. 

“We must make concrete plans now for the 
direction in which our town must take years down 
the road. We must balance the need for residen- 
tial and industrial development, against our 
desire for clean, open recreation space. We must 
anticipate the future needs of our schools as the 
population demographics shift and change within 
our town. The residential homeowners can not 
continue to carry the increasing expense of our 
growth. Low impact manufacturing must be entic- 
ed to Agawam by sensible long range planning. 

“Immediate gratification and a ‘fast buck’ men- 
tality can’t work! Witness the Industrial Park; we 

ave up the Bowles Airport runway, in exchange 
Yor more building space. Had we not been quite so 
anxious for ‘maximum square footage,’ we could 
have kept the runway and had an industrial park 
that major corporations would have stood in line 
and paid a premium price for. Instead, we have far 
less than we were led to believe we would have. 

“A growing population necessitates a larger 
police force, yet we are presently 11 officers 
short, and seemingly have few plans to add per- 
sonnel! although several retirements are coming 
up. Hiring new police officers requires advance 
planning, as they must be trained at the academy.

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Mrs. Willis Demands Tight Control 
Over Town’s Surplus Funds 


Joanne Willis, Agawam Councilor and can- 
didate for Mayor, has issued a renewed call for 
fiscal responsibility. 

In a prepared statement, Councilor Willis 
stated, ‘My fiscal philosophy differs markedly 
from that of Mayor Johnson. Tighter budgeting 
under a Willis administration would have saved 
the average taxpayer $200 last year with the same 
level of services.” 

Willis noted that overbudgeted accounts have 
escaped the Council’s notice in the past, and that 
these surplus funds have been applied to capital 
projects and services not included in the annual 
budget.

Over the past four years, 
the town—with the help of many donations—has 
expended over $43,500.00 to purchase new kit- 
chen equipment.

True Or False: 
*“You Can Make The Bible 
Teach Almost Anything’? 


Well, what do you think? This is an important 
question that will likely affect how seriously you 
take the teachings of the Bible. Can you make the 
Bible say anything that you want it to say? 

The answer is “yes.” You can support any kind 
of teaching from the Bible if you abuse the clear 
intent of the biblical writer. The same can be said 
of your words to others. Someone can make your 
ee Say anything if they ignore your clear in- 
ent. 

To make my point, let me adapt an illustration 
from Lee Strobel, former journalist for the Chicago 
Tribune: 

Your daughter is going out to Stan’s Soft Serve 
with her boyfriend. Because it’s a school night, 
you Say to her: “You must be home before 11:00.” 
Your instruction is pretty obvious. 

Let’s say that around 10:45, your daughter is 
having such a good time that she and her 
boyfriend decide to decipher what you really 
Ue Ae you said, “You must be home before 

They say, “When he said you, did he literally me 
us, Or was he using ‘you’ in a general sense, like 
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people in general? Perhaps, he was just making 
the observation that, ‘Usually, people are in their 
homes by 11:00’? 
“And, what did he mean by ‘you must’? Surely, 
my loving dad would not mean to be so inflexibie 
if he knew | was having a good time. He probably 
just meant it as a suggestion. 
“Now, when he said ‘you must be home,’ he 


"didn’t specify whose home. It could be anyone's 


home. Perhaps, he meant it figuratively, like 
‘‘home is where the heart is.’ If my heart is at 
Stan’s Soft Serve, doesn’t that mean I’m already 
home? 

“And, what does ‘before 11:00’ mean? Actually, 
he never specified 11:00 p.m. or 11:00 a.m., OF 
which time zone he was referring to. When you 
think about it, whatever time it is, it’s always 
before the next ‘11:00.’ We can’t be really sure 
what he meant at all, so we can’t possibly be held 
responsible.” (NOTE: You may not want your 
teens to read this article!) 

What this illustrates is that words, even God’s 
words, can be distorted and abused to alter their 
clear meaning. That doesn’t mean you should 
Stop talking, and it doesn’t mean that you should 
ignore the teaching of the Bible. 

While the Bible does have some difficult sec- 
tions open to interpretation, the majority is quite 
clear, particularly when it comes to how a person- 
can be forgiven and have a relationship with God. 
Jesus’ words, “I am the way and the truth and the 
life. No One comes to the Father except through 
me” (NIV), are clear. 

That’s the rub; while much of the Bible is Clear, 
its truth can be difficult to accept. Mark Twain 
honestly admitted, “It’s not the things that | don’t 
understand in the Bible that bother me. It’s the 
things | do understand!” 

My challenge to you: Check the Bible out for 
yourself, particularly the words of Jesus. You see 
if his words can honestly be made to mean 
anything. If you are truly looking for the truth, it 
will not be difficult to find!

Are You An Apple Or A Pear? 


An apple a day may keep the doctor away. But if 
your body is shaped like an apple, you may be at 
risk of developing heart disease, diabetes, high 
blood pressure, and certain cancers, according to 
several recent studies. 

People come in all shapes and sizes. If your 
weight is concentrated in the upper body and ab- 
dominal area, you’re ‘‘apple” shaped. If you tend 
to gain weight in your hips and thighs, if you’re 
“near” shaped. 

To determine if you’re an ‘‘apple” or a “‘pear,”’ 
follow these steps from the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture (USDA). 

© Measure around the smallest part of your 
waist, being sure not to pull in your stomach. 

© Measure around the largest part of your hips. 

e Divide the waist measurement by the hip 
measurement. 

e Waist-to-hip ratios that are more than 0.80 for 
women and more than 0.95 for men are con- 
sidered apples and may be at a greater health risk. 
Pears have more favorable waist-to-hip 
measurements. 

For example, a woman whose waist measures 
35 inches and hips measure 41 inches would have 
a waist-to-hip ratio of 0.85. Since this ratio is 
greater than 0.80, she may be at a greater risk for 
developing diabetes and heart disease. 

The good news for “pears” is that the hip and 
thigh weight do NOT seem to increase the risk of 
disease. The bad news is that hip and thigh fat are 
hard to lose. 

On the other hand, “apples” need to lose the 
weight to decrease their risk of disease. For- 
tunately, upper body weight comes off more easi- 
| 


y. 

If you think you have an apple shape, discuss 
your weight and family history with your physi- 
cian. To decrease your risk of the killer diseases 
and still enjoy eating, work with a registered dieti- 
tian to plan a program that fits your lifestyle and 
shed pounds, too.

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When To Get Your Eyes Examined

| am frequently asked by patients how often 
they should have their eyes examined. The 
American Optometric Association (AOA) recently 
released its recommendation for eye examination 
for all age groups. The AOA has divided the group- 
ne low risk and high risk individuals. 

or infants and toddlers (birth to 24 months), 
the AOA recommends an exam by six months of 
age for low risk. Those with high risk such as 
premies, low birth weight, mothers with rubella or 
with a substance abuse history or medical pro- 
blems during pregnancy, should be evaluated 
sooner. Early diagnosis and treatment is critical 
to ensure proper visual development. 

For preschoolers without other symptoms, ex- 
amination at age three and five is advised. Since 
refractive errors are often related to eye shape or 
length, those with a family history of high 
prescription or astigmatism should be examined 
more frequently. 

For school-aged children, annual examinations 
are recommended. In this age group, near- 
sightedness often progresses and eye focusing or 
coordination problems which affect school per- 
formance may become manifest. 

For adults, every 1% to two years is recom- 
mended. However, those with contact lenses or 
working on CRTs may need to be examined more

frequently. Those with high risk such as diabetes, 
a family history of glaucoma, or hazardous oc- 
cupations should be examined annually. 

For older adults (ages 65 and up), annual ex- 
aminations are recommended. The incidence of 
glaucoma, cataracts, and macular degeneration 
increases dramatically for this group. Those at 
higher risk are those with these conditions or 
those taking medication such as mevacor, pred- 
nisone, or plaquenil (which may cause ocular 
changes). 

DID YOU KNOW: 

..that a study in August’s Consumer Reports 
found that patients who sought care at private of- 
fices were more satisfied with their exams and 
glasses than those who went to the large optical 
chains? 

..that according to a study in the Journal of the

You Have A Choice 


The Commonwealth of Massachusetts revised 
agency disclosure regulations effective July 2nd, 
1993. The revised regulations require that all real 
estate agents disclose to both buyers and sellers 
their agency relationship and who they represent 
at the first personal meeting to discuss a specific 
property. 

Prior to this revision, agency disclosure regula- 
tions required real estate agents to provide pro- 
spective buyers at the time of the broker’s/ 
salesperson’s first personal meeting about a 
specific property to provide them with the follow- 
ing agency disclosure statement: 

“All brokers/salespersons represent the seller, 
not the buyer, in the marketing, negotiating and 
sale of property, unless otherwise disclosed. 
However, the broker/salesperson has an ethical 
and legal obligation to show honesty and fairness 
to the buyer in all transactions.” 

Traditionally, brokers/salespersons represen- 
ted the sellers exclusively in almost all residential 
transactions. This is not the case today, primarily 
due to the revised agency disclosure regulations. 





Whether you are a buyer or seller, the revised 
agency disclosure regulations give you a choice 
in the type of service you want from a real estate 
agent by selecting the agency representation that 
best suits your needs. 

Types of agency representation as defined in 
the revised agency disclosure regulations are as 
follows: 

SELLER’S AGENT: “When a seller engages the 
services of a listing broker, that seller becomes 
the broker's client. This means the broker, and 
his/her subagents, represent the seller. They owe 
the seller undivided loyalty, utmost care, 
disclosure, obedience to lawful instructions, con- 
fidentiality and accountability. They must put the 
seller's interest first and negotiate for the best 
price and terms for their client, the seller. (The 
seller may also authorize subagents to represent 
him/her in marketing the property to buyers.)” 

BUYER’S AGENT: “When a buyer engages the 
services of a broker, then that buyer becomes the 
broker's client. This means the broker represents 
the buyer. The broker owes the buyer undivided 
loyalty, utmost care, disclosure, obedience to 
lawful instructions, confidentiality and accoun- 
tability. The broker must put the buyer’s interest 
first and negotiate for the best price and terms for 
his/her client, the buyer. (The buyer may also 
authorize subagents to represent him/her in 
locating property.)” 

DISCLOSED DUAL AGENT: “A broker can work 
for both the buyer and the seller on the same pro- 
perty, provided such broker obtains the informed 
consent of both parties. The broker is then con- 
sidered a disclosed dual agent. This broker owes 
the seller and the buyer a duty to deal with them 
fairly and honestly. In this type of agency relation- 
ship, the broker does not represent either the 
seller or buyer exclusively and they cannot expect 
the broker’s undivided loyalty. Also, undisclosed 
dual agency is illegal.” 


What does this all mean? As a seller, you can 
choose to have the advice and representation of 
your own agent. You can also authorize your 
agent to cooperate with agents from other firms 
to help sell your property. 

Buyers have the option of selecting their own 
agent also. Buyers can authorize their agent to 
work with agents from other firms to assist them 
in finding property. 

You can also select a “dual agent” to assist 
you. However, with this type of representation, the 
broker’s only duty is to deal fairly and honestly 
with both the buyer and seller. 

The revised regulations don’t relieve the buyer 
or seller of their responsibilities to protect their 
own interest. If you need legal, tax, insurance ad- 
vice or assistance, you should consult a profes- 
sional in those areas.

Depending on your financial situation and goals, 
you may find that using charitable remainder 
trusts can help your favorite organization while, at 
the same time, helping you with your estate and 
tax planning needs. 

How can a charitable remainder trust help you 
with estate and tax planning? For one thing, you 
may be eligible for an immediate income tax 
deduction based on how much you are putting in- 
to the trust, the length of the trust term, and (in 
some cases) your age. The trust can be set up to 
provide you with income during your lifetime. 

The trust also can help minimize the size of an 
estate, thereby reducing estate taxes and probate 
costs in many instances. Charitable remainder 
trusts are often used to allow donors to avoid 
capital gains taxes on highly appreciated assets. 
However, it’s good to keep in mind that such 
gains may be treated as “tax preference items,” 
possibly triggering alternative minimum tax. 

How does a charitable remainder trust work? 
Generally, a donor places a portion of his or her 
assets in trust for a term of years or for life. During 
the trust term, the donor (and/or another bene- 
ficiary) will receive regular income payments. 
When the term_has ended, the assets will pass to 
the designated charity. os ers 


There are two main.types of charitable re- 
mainder trusts that may already be familiar to 
you: the Charitable Remainder Trust (CRAT) and 
the Charitable Remainder Unitrust (CRUT). 

With a CRAT, the income payment to the donor 
or other beneficiary is a fixed dollar amount each 
year for life or for a term of years. If the income of 
the trust isn’t enough to meet the fixed dollar 
amount of the payment. 

If the trust has income in excess of the amount 
that is required for the payment, the excess is 
reinvested in the trust. Regardless of the perfor- 
mance of the investments, a CRAT provides a fix- 
ed stream of income for the donor. 

With a CRUT, the income payment is based ona 
fixed percentage of the fair market value of the 
trust assets, not a fixed dollar amount. The pay- 
ment to the beneficiary may be limited to the in- 
come of the trust, if less than the fixed percen- 
tage amount. 

The value of the trust principal must be 
revalued each year; and, if the value of the prin- 
cipal goes down, the payment will go down, too. 
However, the CRUT may offer good inflation pro- 
tection because the value of the assets may in- 
crease as inflation increases. = 

Obviously, there is a lot involved in determining 
if a CRAT or a CRUT is good for your financial 
situation and goals. The similarities and dif- 
ferences mentioned above are just a few of the 
things you would want to take into consideration 
in your estate and tax planning using CRATs, 
CRUTs, or any other form of charitable donation.

With ‘“‘Barefoot’’

My very first apartment was a fifth-floor walk- 
up; a beautiful four rooms with hardwood floors, 
ae doors, and a marble-finished hallway. It 
cost $21 dollars a month including heat, hot 
water, and appliances. Security was never a pro- 
blem. No crook could climb that high and still 
have energy left to commit a crime (any crime). 

Needless to say, it was easy to identify with the 
spritely Corie, who brought her bubbling laughing 
and perpetual optimism to a little fifth-floor 
Manhattan apartment she’s about to show to her 
new husband, Paul, for the first time. 


Such is the beginning of Neil Simon’s classic 
comedy Barefoot in the Park, the first of the new 
season's productions from Agawam Repertory 
Theater, housed at the Red Door Theater in 
Feeding Hills. 

As the curtain opens, Corie (played by a 
delightful Jenney Davis) is bustling about the 
empty rooms, awaiting the arrival of phone in- 
Stallers, deliverymen, and her new furniture. The 
phone man arrives in need of a respirator, all but 
falling into the room (gasping and more certain 
than ever that this phone will be installed right the 
first - and only time). 

_ Then Paul (John H. Dion) arrives, after spurts of 
dialogue assuring him that it’s only a few flights 
higher up—not counting the stoop. 

Paul, in his button-down collared shirt and 
close-cropped haircut, is the diametric opposite 
of Corie, his bride of just six days. 


And so begins the tale of 
stratosphere of New York City. 

Corie’s equally straight-laced mom Ethel (Kathy 
Grady) arrives, certain that death is imminent 
after the climb, but her visit is less than satisfying 
to both, each desperate to please and too unsure 
of each other to be totally accepting. 

Enter into these lives Mr. Velasco (Arnold 
Wood), an eccentric, lively, and lusty gourmand 
(of life and food) who seems a better match for 
Corie despite his age. 

A first dinner planned for mom turns into a blind 
date between a bewildered Ethel and a garrulous 
Valasco, with hilarious results for them and a 
disastrous impact on Corie and Paul’s relation- 
ship.

Davis, as already noted, is a delightful Corie, 
-unconcerned that the winter wind is sifting 
snowflakes through a hole in the skylight, that 
‘there’s a tub in the bathroom and the bed has to 
be up against a leaky closet. Dion (as Paul) is her 
match, so stuffy that viewers just want to holler 
out, “Lighten up!” His performance, which is con- 
sistently good, becomes nothing short of side- 
splittingly hilarious by the climactic third act. 

Grady, as the doting mother, gets off to a 
slower start in Act | but more than makes up for 
lost ground in Acts II and Ill, when she lets her 
hair down—so to speak—and lives a little. 

Woods is the perfect Velasco, eyes twinkling 
with delight over simply being alive, savoring his 
culinary creations (and everyone else’s), and br- 
inging a unwanted zest into the life of one very 
lonely widow.

A Change Of Pace 


With the impending change of seasons, 
something different seems in order—tasty and 
relatively easy to assemble. Mexican food is 
made to order. Although it’s difficult to duplicate 
the true nature of Mexican dishes, it is possible to 
put together satisfying meals and snacks with a 
Mexican taste. 

Chili peppers figure prominently in the cuisine 
of Mexico, but all dishes are not necessarily hot. 
While real Mexican food contains ingredients not 
always compatible with current dietary recom- 
mendations, recipes can be altered to reduce fat 
and cholesterol! with good results. 

Since it’s the time of year when we still have 
fresh vegetables in abundance, a little accent 
from south of the border can be a good way to 
brighten up side dishes. 

ARROZ A LA MEXICANA 
(Serves 6) 

1% cups (about 102 ounces) uncoverted long- 

grain rice 
1 cup (% pound) finely chopped white onion 
1 clove of garlic, peeled and roughly chopped 
Ys cup safflower oil 
Ys cup chicken broth 
Ys cup carrot rounds (optional) 
Ys cup fresh peas or diced zucchini (optional) 
Ye cup chopped giblets (optional) 
Salt to taste 

Put the rice into a bowl and cover with very hot 
water. Stir and leave to soak for about 10 minutes. 
Drain, rinse in cold water, and drain again. 

_ Put the tomatoes, onion, and garlic into a 
blender jar and blend until smooth. Set aside. 

Heat the oil in a heavy pan. Give the rice a final 
shake and stir into the fat. Fry over fairly high heat 
until! it begins to turn a light golden color. Strain 
off any excess oil, stir in the tomato puree, and 
fry, scraping the bottom of the dish to prevent 
sticking, until the puree has been absorbed (about 
8 minutes). 

Stir in the broth, vegetables, and giblets (if us- 
ed); add salt to taste and cook over fairly high 
heat, uncovered, until all the broth has been ab- 
sorbed and air holes appear in the surface. Cover 
the surface of the rice with a towel and lid and 
continue cooking over very low heat for about 5 
minutes longer. 

Remove from heat and set aside in a warm 
place for the rice to absorb the rest of the 
moisture in the steam and swell (about 15 
minutes). Dig gently to the bottom and test a grain 
of rice. If it is still damp, cook for a few minutes 
longer. If the top grains are not quite soft, sprinkle 
with a little hot broth, cover, and cook for a few 
minutes longer.

CALABAZA FRITA 
(Serves 4) 
6 zucchini squash 
2 quarts of water 
V4 cup vegetable oil 
1 cup cropped onion 
1 cup diced fresh tomatoes (optional) 
Salt and pepper to taste 

Wash squash but do not pare. Cut into %-inch 
slices. Heat water to boiling; add squash. Cook 3 
minutes; drain. Place vegetable oil, onion, and 
squash in skillet. Cook over low heat about 15 
minutes. Season to taste with salt and pepper. 

As an alternative, you may also take the boiled 
squash and dip it in a beaten egg, then bread 
crumbs. Saute in butter or oil until golden. 

Serve either version of this with the following 


salsa. 
SALSA DE JITOMATE 
(Makes 3 Cups) 
2 cloves of garlic, minced 
1 tablespoon vegetable oil 
1 teaspoon oregano (optional) 
2 cups tomatoes 
1 cup chicken stock 
1 teaspoon salt 
Ye teaspoon pepper 


Saute garlic in hot 
vegetable oil in skillet 
until golden. 

Place tomatoes, 
stock, salt, and pepper 
in blender container; 
blend until smooth, 
about 30 seconds.

(Serves 4) 
3 ears of fresh corn, cut off the cob, or % cup 
frozen 
1 cup cream 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 
Dash of black pepper 
1 tablespoon sugar 
3 eggs 

Put all ingredients in a blender container. Whirl 
until the ingredients are well blended. Lacking a 
blender, whip the cream, seasonings, and eggs 
together and combine with the corn. 

Butter a one-quart baking dish, add the custard 
and bake in a 350F oven for 40 to 60 minutes, or 
unt a knife inserted near the center comes out 
clean.

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Special Needs Students 
& Kindergarten Mix 


In First-Time Program

Six year-old Brendan loves going to 
kindergarten; his favorite activity is working with 
the computer. Stephen is so excited about going 
to school that he stands at the window waiting for 
the bus every morning. Jaclyn delights in riding a 
tricycle in the:gym. 

Once all the jackets and lunchboxes have been 
put away, the children wait for the “magic music” 
to invite them to find their name on a carpet 
square and join their teacher in circle time. Each 
child hangs their apple name tag on the atten- 
dance tree and they are ready for the welcome 
song and the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag. 

Two of the students are chosen as the helpers 
for the week. It will be their job to bring the atten- 
dance sheet and snack money down to the school 
office. 

The classroom is an inviting and cheerful room 
decorated with colorful bulletin boards, alphabet 
cards, and color and shape posters. Activity 
centers are ready with interesting and fun pro- 
jects for the students in art, math, and listening 
skills, as well as play areas with clay, blocks, and 
housekeeping toys. 

integrated Kindergarten First In Town 

While all of this may sound like a typical 
kindergarten classroom, the children in Linda 
Morassi’s class are participating in a pioneering 
program that allows children with special needs 
and regular education peer partners to attend 
kindergarten together in an integrated classroom 
for the first time in Agawam at James Clark 
School. 

The class consists of five peer partners and six 
special needs children with a variety of multisen- 
sory challenges, including speech and language 
difficulties, problems with sight and motor plann- 
ing, and serious physical issues. 

Some of the children rely on the assistive 
technology of facilitated communication by using 
letterboards and computers to communicate with 
teachers and classmates. - : 

Two of the children require full-time nursing 
care, provided by their parents’ health insurance 
plans. Heidi Shuman-Dugas, R.N., cares for 
Jaclyn Davignon, while Sue Adamczyk, R.N., and 
Sue Russo, R.N., alternate in caring for Michael 
Pietroniro. 

in addition to Mrs. Morassi, who is certified in 
early childhood special needs, the teaching staff 
consists of teaching assistants Doreene Borawec 
and Heather Gearing, both certified teachers. For 
the fall semester, Sue Belisle of Westfield State 
College will be on hand as a practice teacher. 

The children will receive weekly lessons from 
the art teacher and will join Jane Robinson’s 
kindergarten class for music lessons. Adaptive 
physical education will be provided by Carol Or- 
sati. 

According to Mrs. Morassi, the program grew 
out of the Early Childhood Education Program 
held at Clark School. Mrs. Morassi has been work- 
ing with her group of special needs children for 
two years in the pre-school program. 

“It was the first time that multiply-involved 
children had a chance to be involved with their 
peers,” she said. “Attending school with their 
peers has a huge impact on the learning progress 
for the special needs children. The difference is 
quite astounding,” Mrs. Morassi noted. 

Tremendous Progress 

Parents of the special needs children agree that 
their children have made tremendous progress in 
the last two years. ‘“‘We’ve seen it work,” com- 
mented parent Deb Davignon. “The kids have 
come so far in every aspect. They have flourished 
in the integrated classroom.” She said her 
daughter, Jaclyn, “thrives on being with the kids 
and with being part of the school experience.” 

Peer partners benefit from the program as 
much as the special needs children. Mrs. Morassi 
noted that they enjoy a much smaller student- 
teacher ratio than in a regular education 
classroom and they are learning “to live in society 
with consideration for all people. They are learn- 
ing to relate to people who can’t communicate 
easily, as well as learning to appreciate the 
similarities and differences of all people,” accor- 
ding to Mrs. Morassi. 

Parents of the peer partners enrolled their 
children on a voluntary basis. Leann McKeever, a 
teacher in the school system, offered a special 
thanks to all the parents who weren’t afraid to 
enroll their children in the pilot-project. Susan 
Marek chose the program for her son, Matthew, 
because as the teacher of an integrated pre- 
school classroom in Springfield, she has ex-

perienced first-hand the benefits 
children involved. 

Mrs. Marek said that peer partners benefit not 
only from the lower student-teacher ratio, but 
from a teaching method that reaches ‘‘each child 
at their own level and through their own 
interests.” 

Also, she said, the peer partners are learning 
that what makes people special is not what they 
can’t do, but what they can do. 

Additionally, peer partners are reinforcing and 
practicing their own skilis while interacting with 
children who communicate through letterboards 
and computers. The peer partners will benefit 
from the adaptive physical education which will 
poe te on the development of specific major motor 
skills.

Last spring, concern over their children’s place- 
ment after pre-school led (parents) Mrs. Davignon, 
Mrs. McKeever and Elsie Mallory to contact 
Superintendent of Schools Bernard Ryder in an ef- 
fort to create a kindergarten program for their 
children in Agawam. 

As Mrs. Mallory explained, the parents wanted 
to develop an in-twon program as a continuation 
of the early childhood program. She said, 
“Without this program, all of these kids would 
have had to leave town” to find programs to meet 
their needs. All of the special needs parents 
agreed that it was important for their children to 
attend public school in Agawam with their peers.

Two Component Program 

Working with Mrs. Morassi, the parents 
developed a two component program for their 
children. In the morning, the children follow the 
regular kindergarten curriculum with their peer 
partners. In the afternoon, Mrs. Morassi and her 
teaching assistants work with the special needs 
children on a more individual basis to help the 
children develop the self-help skills they will need 
to succeed when they are ready to be mainstream- 
ed into a regular education classroom. 

Mrs. Morassi stressed the importance of the 
two components of the program. During the after- 
noon session, the special needs children have a 
less hectic environment in which to work on 
motor skills and language skills. Mrs. Morassi 
said the major thrust of her program is to help the 
children ‘‘achieve independence in using com- 
puters and letterboards to communicate what 
they know. They are very sharp cognitively. Com- 
munication is the key.” 

Mrs. Morassi underscored the importance of 
reaching the children at an early age to help them 
develop the skills they will need for success ina 
regular education classroom. 

Mrs. Morassi explained that the other 
kindergarten teachers in Agawam are involved in 
the state-wide Project Impact to study and im- 
prove early childhood education for all children. 
Agawam was selected by the Massachusetts 
Department of Education for inclusion in the 
study to assess work sampling, developmental 
checklists, and individual education plans for 
kindergarten students across the state. 

Students peruepetis in the integrated 
kindergarten are Lauren Siedel, Tiffani Sherbo, 
Amanda Shepard, Nathan Rheault, Matthew 
Marek, Brendan McKeever, Stephen Mallory, Sean

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Tobacco Grant Money 
Being Used In Schools 
Against Smoking

This oon the Agawam School System will 
receive $142,000 from the Tobacco Grant Fund of 
the Massachusetts Department of Education. 
Revenue from the increase in the tobacco tax has 
been set aside by the State Legislature to under- 
write the cost of anti-smoking education. 

Working with the health advisory committee of 
administrators, teachers, students, health care 
professionals, and community members, Athletic 
Director Kathleen McSweeney and psychologist 
JoAnne Bertrand wrote the grant proposal that 
takes a comprehensive, system-wide approach to 
promoting a smoke-free and drug-free lifestyle. 

For the first time, Agawam schools will have a 
full-time health education coordinator. Ms. McS- 
weeney has recommended Connie Hutton, a 
registered nurse (who also holds a master’s 
degree in education), for the one-year position. 
Ms. McSweeney said the health curriculum has 
been “fragmented” and ‘needs to be organized 
and sequential.” 

Internal Suspension For Smoking At AHS 

An internal suspension program is back at AHS 
due to the grant. Students who are caught smok- 
ing on school grounds are sent to internal suspen- 
sion for one day. 

They are expected to do their classwork for five 
periods of the day. One period has been set aside 
for smoking-cessation education and counseling, 
while the last period of the day has been set aside 
for physical activity to promote health and 
fitness. 

Ms. McSweeney praised the program, saying it 
is much better to keep the kids at school rather 
than using the old approach of external suspen- 
sion. 

“That way (the external suspension) they could 
smoke all day if they wanted. This way they’re not 
smoking, and the school has an opportunity to 
counsel the students on smoking cessation.” 

As part of the grant, two health education 
teachers will be hired for the elementary level. The 
teachers are expected to start by the end of 
September. They will divide their time between 
the four elementary schools and provide each 
grade level with weekly health education. 

For the first time, the School Department will 
have an Employee Assistance Program to help 
personnel deal with drug and alcoho! dependen- 
cy. AS Ms. McSweeney explained, there are many 
programs designed to identify and counsel at-risk 
students. 

“A program will now exist to counsel 
employees and make the necessary referrals,” 
she said. 

Grant Provides For Conflict Resolution Program 

Included in the grant is a Conflict Resolution 
Program for the sixth graders. Peer educators at 
the Junior High will be trained as mediators to 
help Middle hool students in conflict settle 


their disputes in a non-violent and constructive

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School Committee Members Grapple With 


New Personnel Policies Under Reform

Under the School Reform Act, school commit- 
tees will no longer vote on the hiring or firing of 
school personnel other than the superintendent 
and associate superintendents. Superintendents 
will hire the principals who will have the authority 
to hire and fire teachers with the approval of the 
superintendent. 

t will be the responsibility of school commit- 
tees to review and approve budgets and to 
establish educational goals and policies consis- 
tent with the law and with statewide goals and 
standards. 

Longtime School Committee member Roberta 
Doering said the committee has not lost its in- 
terest in the hiring policies of the School Depart- 
ment. “We will continue to monitor policy to have 
an impact on hiring. Our concern is still the 
children of Agawam,” she stated. 

First-term member Louise R.C. David noted that 
the reform law “has taken away the community’s 
right to have input in the hiring process through 
their elected representatives.” 


Very Little State Guidance 

Like other school committees across the state, 
the Agawam School Committee is struggling to 
comply with the requirements of the School 
Reform Act with very little guidance from the 
state Department of Education or the legislature, 
according to most members. 

The School Committee is “reading the law and 
trying to anticipate what the intent is, what 
regulations will finally be issued,” said Mrs. 
David. “We’re trying to interpret the law without 
any guidelines.” 

Currently, there are more than 500 amendments 
to the law before the legislature. It remains 
unclear whether the specific regulations needed 
to implement the law will be enacted by the 
legislature or will be issued by the Department of 
Education. 

Mrs. David commented that without the regula- 
tions, “We’re really hamstrung by all the uncer- 
tainties.” 


Taking things one step at a time, the School 
Committee’s first priority is the formation of the 
mandated school advisory councils for each of 
the town’s schools. 

A committee of principals, teachers, school 
committee members and parents are working with 
Superintendent of Schools Bernard Ryder to for- 
mulate the make-up of the advisory councils. 

Councils In Place Within 40 Days 

Under the Schoo! Reform Act, these councils 
must be in place by the 40th day of the schoo! 
year. Each council will develop a school improve- 
ment plan that will be presented to the Schoo! 
Committee for approval once a year. The School 
Committee must review and act on the plan within 
30 days or the improvement plan is automatically 
approved. 

The School Reform Act further states that the 
local school committees shall: 

e establish policies to determine the salary 
level of principals; 

e submit a plan by 9-1-94 to the state board of 
education to eliminate the general track. The plan 
may include program options such as appren- 
ticeships, worksite training, alternate learning 
centers, job corps type programs; 

e establish performance standards for teachers 
and other school district employees upon the 
recommendations of the superintendent. In 
districts with bargaining units, the school com- 
mittee and the union shall attempt to agree on the 
standards within a “reasonable time.” Should 
they fail to agree, binding arbitration will be ar- 
ranged by the commissioner of education through 
the American Arbitration Association; 

e appoint an advisory council to apply for 
grants through the interdisciplinary heaith educa- 
tion and human service discretionary grant pro- 
gram. The council shail survey ali existing com- 
prehensive health education programs and study 
future trends in health education and human ser- 
vices for public school students. The council shall 
submne report to the School Committee by 
12-31-93.

Bigger Fish At This 
Year’s ESLO Fall Derby

Charlie 
entered the next biggest salmon—a 40-pound, 
six-ounce beauty, netting him $12,414.50 in Cash 
Bash monies. He also won $1,250 in cash and 
e in merchandise for placing first in the Fall 

Paul McNinch, Sr., of Rochester, New York, won 
the Kidney Foundation $5,000 award, plus 
$5,320.50 in the ESLO Cash Bash. Paul caught his 
39-pound, 14-ounce winner on September 4th, 
fishing out of Braddock’s Bay. 

Josif Tass from Bronxville, New York, won the 
brown trout bonus prize with a 22-pound, one- 
ounce monster. The win netted him a Sea/Nymph 
Evinrude boat package (valued at $16,500) and 
$1,773.50 in the Cash Bash. 

The lake trout winner was Dorothy Hively from 
Canfield, Ohio, who entered her 21-pound, seven- 
ounce fish at Youngstown. She won a total of 
$3,373.50 in cash and $1,000 in merchandise 
prizes. 

Alvin Wiefling from Allison Park, Pennsylvania, 
made his mark at the derby with a 17-pound 
steelhead. For his efforts, he pocketed $1,250 in 
cash and $1,000 in merchandise. 

In the International Derby that includes Canada 
and the United States (which runs concurrenily 
with the ESLO), Fred Berard, a 13 year-old from 
East Longmeadow, MA, took second-place 
honors in the salmon division with a 34-pound, 
13-ounce king salmon (which was weighed in at 
Fair Haven). Fred collected $1,000 in cash from 
the International and the Fall Eslo. 

John Jernigan, Jr., from Leverett, MA, came in 
10th in the salmon category and took $1,773.50 in 
the Cash Bash. John’s saimon weighed 36 
pounds, one ounce. —_ 

Will it never end? Now it is the Massachusetts 
Attorney General, Scott Harshbargar, bashing the 
hunters and sportsmen of Massachusetts by ap- 
proving an Act that bans hunting and trapping. 

We are already seeing the results of banning 
hunting and trapping in the form of rabies, mange, 
wild animal invasions of homes and farms, Lyme 
disease, and the flooding of private and municipal 
wells (which is a threat to the major water pro- 
viding system in the state—Quabbin Reservoir). 

It is up to the sportsmen and persons with com- 
mon sense to contact their state legislators to 
vote no. Read the petitions before you sign them. 

Bearers of such petitions need 70,286 
registered voters’ signatures before it goes to the 
Legislature. If the Legislature doesn’t pass the 
Act, an additional 11,715 names are needed to put 
it on the November 8th, 1994 ballot. 

Most of all, don’t forget the Attorney General 
when he runs for re-election; use common sense 
and vote your mind. _
